Barre  Man  Shaves 
With  Lincoln's  Razor 

BARRE,  Vt..  Feb.  12  (AP)— The 
razor — big  as  a  cheese  knife — with 
which  Abe  Lincoln  shaved  his 
beard  was  used  today  by  Judge 
Herbert  D.  Mason. 

It  was  a  Lincoln  Day  custom 
with  the  jurist,  originated  in  1927 
after  he  came  into  possesion  of 
the  razor,  which  still  "cuts  beauti- 
fully." 

Judge  Mason  purchased  the 
razor  at  the  Barham  Lincoln 
Hotel  in  Springfield,  111.,  for  $5, 
before  its  value  as  a  Lincolnian 
relic  had  been  established.
